INCREASE GRANTED TEACHERS 


School Committee Unanimously Vote Increase of Two 


Annum. Investigation 
Authorities 


A satisfactory increase of two hundred 
dollars per annum, beginning the first 
of January of the coming year, has been 
voted on by the school committee, and 
all teachers, except those of the Pun- 
chard Highschool engaged by the 
trustees, will benefit by this recent in- 
crease. 

The increase will bring the salaries, 
except in a.few cases, up to eleven 
hundred dollars per year, and brings 
the Andover teachers again on the level 
with other teachers in. towns with a 
population similar to Andover’s. 

The problem of the caring for an 
increase for the teachers employed by 
the trustees of the High School, is a 
serious one, and it is-possible that the 
town may be asked to assume the salary 
of another trustee-engaged teacher, in 
order that the income available may 
be used for increases for their teachers. 
The flat increase of two hundred dollars 
brings Andover teachers up to within 
one hundred dollars of Lawrence, and 
the special committee and the school 
board of Andover, will revise the whole 
salary question upward, for presenta- 
tion to the citizens at the annual March 
town meeting. 

The special committee, Dr, Edward 
C. Conroy, chairman; Dr. Alfred E. 
Stearns and Miss Mary B. Smith, ap- 
pointed atthe last regular. meeting of 
the board, reported, and the board un- 
animously accepted their report and 
voted the increases. The selectmen 
concurred in the amount recommended, 

The report of the special committee: 


First—That the salaries of all teach- 
ers be increased by the sum of $200 
each, beginning-January 1, 1920. 

Second—That the selectmen -be con- 
sulted prior to the adoption of the 
above resolution, 


These votes were based on the fol- 
lowing considerations: 

The resolution from the Teachers’ 
Association. called for $1000 as a mini- 
mum salary beginning September 3rd. 
To grant request in this form seemed to 
the committee unwise, as there are no 
available funds for this purpose, unless 
they be obtained at a special town meet- 
ing. Furthermore, it was discovered 
that living expenses of the teachers in 
Andover, had netyalty increased: thirty-

Air Trave 136 Years Ago 


From among the yellow pages of a 
copy of The New York Times of April 
29, 1883, there comes to light an article in 
the form of a prophecy which; although 
delivered in a light vein, has already been 
fulfilled. The article deals with. the 
possibility of aerial travel, which at that 
time was not even seriously thought 
about—indeed, the writer of the now 
time-worn article was liberal enough to 
look forward to the year 2000 when the 
perfection of some mode of aerial travel 
might be accomplished. He then vividly 
descibes the new transformation, as 
airships of various sizes and shapes sail 
overhead. Excerpts from his article 
follow: 

“A previsionary peep at the year 2000 
can scarcely be taken without providing 
in imagination for the probable perfec- 
tion of some mode of aerial travel. As 
inevitably as blossom follows bud, the 
blind crudities of balloon and airship 
will be followed by some simple and 
practial plan of aerial navigation.” The 
Engineer (London) argued that no agent 
of propulsion for air carriages has yet 
made its appearance.’ Steam is excluded, 
because water, coal, and engine are too 
heavy for aeronautical purposes; clec- 
tricity, because the wires operating the 
motor must be connected with some 
source of energy on the surface. Hence,

Imagine the transformation. Landing 
places would have to be provided upon 
the-roofs of our large buildings, and at 


given hours during the day the airabove} 


our heads would be. alive with gayly 
painted cars, fashioned in the shapes of 
birds of various species and decorated in 
imitation of plumage. Now and then 
ohe of these birds is seen rising from the 
roof of ‘a distdht building, to float away 
into the blue ether upon a journey of 
fifty miles, perhaps, to the home of its 
oecupant, in the open country. Anon 
one of these wonderful birds descends 
upon a distant roof and alights. Every 
newspaper office possesses. among the 
equipments of its news department half 
a dozen or a dozen of these aerial cars, 
ready to carry reporters upon their 
expeditions to scenes of accident or 
disaster. Pleasute cars capable of car- 
rying a dozen ora hundred passengers 
wing their way across the distant azure 
of the sky of asunny afternoon. In a 
word humanity has be®ome a being of 
two worlds. Strains of music drop from 
passing pleasure boats in the dim_ twi- 
light like notes out of heaven; laughter 
comes trickling down in bubbles from 
the upper air; sweet voices are heard 
above our heads. 

“New, strange, absurd, and imprac- 
ticable asit all seems, there is no real 
reason why the problems of aerial naviga- 
tion should not be as thoroughly mas- 
tered within the next fifty years as those 
of ocean navigation now are. The 
elements of a practicable airship all 
exist in the resources of modern inven- 
tion; the only thing required is to put 
them together and produce the perfected 
structure. Itis mere reverie, perhaps, 
to imagine that man will ever become a 
winged animal, but there is no insuper- 
adle scientific difficulty in the way of 
practically navigating the atmosphere, 
nor need it be supposed that fatal 
accident or disaster would be more 
frequent than it is in surface travel. 
Man is, only tied to earth by his own 
terror, not by any invincible obstacles to 
rising above it.” 

The marvelous achievements of these 
so-called ‘‘air carriages,” especially 
during’ the last few years, were un- 
dreamed of thirty-six years ago. They 
have played their part in the war, the 
Atlantic Ocean has been crossed without 


a 


a stop; Trivers, seas, mountains, and 
deserts have been crossed; we have ae- 
rial delivery and passenger service, and 
about the only fields left to be conquered 
bv the airplane are the north and south 
poles. And by the time the year 2000 
rolls around, perhaps the housing sit- 
uation of the country in general, and 
New York in particular, will have been 
practicaly solved through the inaugura- 
tion of direct aerial commutation from 
the planets tothe earth. 


An All-round Clergyman 


Among the notices in Tuesday’s 
Transcript, October 14, of deceased 
clergymen, came the name of Rev. 
William P. Alcott, born 1838 in Dorches- 
ter, died 1919 in Boxford. His family 
was the same as that of Bronson and 
Louise Alcott, he being a cousin to 
Bronson. 

He was in the entering class-of Phil- 
lips in 1856, the year our first P. F. S. 
class began, and was converted by 
President Finny in 1857, at nineteen, in 
a great revival. From Williams College 
in 1861 he completed his course in} 
Andover Seminary in 1865. Perhaps 
Andover rambles developed his genius 
as a naturalist because his work as a 
teacher at Williams College and often 
afterward was in the line of natural 
history, with pulpit supplies, as the 
demand for preachers was easier sup- 
plied than today. His first pastorate 
was North Greenwich, Conn., and after 
service in Vermont he joined Rev. 
Philip Schaff’s expedition to the East, 
through Egypt and Palestine, and on his 
return assisted in getting out Schafl’s 
“Bible Dictionary”’. 

He finally settled at North Chelms- 
ford, and being outside our Merrimac 
Valley Association, perhaps did not 
exchange often with Andover. Boxford 
and West Newbury was succeeded by 
his longest pastorate at Lime-Brook 
Parish in Ipswich, where he remained 
for thirty-one years, resigning at seventy- 
nine in 1917. 

He married'twice but only two of his 
five children attained maturity,—a son 
who died at twenty in 1905, and a 
married daughter in Indiana in 1907.

How’s Weather for Flying? 


Some day it may be a common thing 
for Mr. American Hustleman and his 
friends who are planning a recreational 
dash through the air to arrange with the 
Weather. Bureau for daily reports, so 
that the flight can be undertaken with? 
out risk of running into bad weather, but 
to date weather reports for aerial tour- 
ing parties are a relatively new thing. 
Just now the Government is interested 
in such an expedition which started 
from Portland, Me., September 27, and, 
if all goes well, will end at Pensacola, 
Fla., in December, after visiting more 
than a score of principal cities on the 
Atlantic coast and in the Ohio and the 
Mississippi valleys. The flying boat 
“NC-4” is the craft taking this journey, 
the object of which is to secure recruits 
for the United States Navy. When the 
flying boat stops at regular Weather 
Bureau stat ons the lieutenant in charge 
of the expedit'on has the weather maps 
and forecasts placed at his disposal by 
local Weather Bureau representatives. 
At other ponts the complete morning 
and afternoon reports are telegraphed 
from convenient weather bureau sta- 
tions to the fliers.

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eight percent since March 1918, and 
that if the standards of the teaching 
force are to be maintained on the pre- 
sent basis, the salaries mentioned in 
the resolution are inadequate, even 
temporarily, to meet the situation. On 
the other hand, an increase of $200 
per year, beginning January 1, 1920, 
would fix the salaries of most of the 
teachers at $1100, $100 more than the 
resolution suggested, and each teacher 
who remains in service until July 1920, 
would have received approximately $75 
more than under the schedule suggested. 

Inasmuch as the contemplated in- 
crease is to take place in January 1920, 
(and mot, as is the custom after the 
annual March town meeting when ap- 
propriations are generally made) it 
seemed wise to consult with the select- 
men in order that they might be thor- 
oughly informed as to the needs of the 
School Department and grant their ap- 
proval, The selectmen fully appreciated 
the difficulties of the situation and were 
generous in their expressions of co- 
operation.

It is inconceivable that there should 
be any possible opportunity for the 
election of R. H. Long to the position of 
Governor of Massachusetts.

Mrs. Philip 
Mooar and Mrs. George Buchan had the 
opportunity to make an advantageous 
purchase of peaches from an Andover 
farmer. These they canned in large 
quantities and had no difficulty in dis- 
posing of the goods. They now have 
for sale several dozen glasses of apple 
and grape jelly at twenty-five cents a 
glass. 

There has been a great demand this 
fall for home-canned fruit and vege- 
tables, but few persons have a surplus 
which they wish to part with at any 
price. Here is undoubtedly an opening 
for some enterprising person who 
wishes to start a business of home- 
canning. 


Former Andover Graduate Dead 


William Paine Sheffield, Republican 
national committeeman and former 
Congressman, of Newport, died Sun- 
day afternoon at his summer camp, 
Miskiant, on Lake Yawgoog at Usque- 
paugh. Dr. E. E. Kanyon of that place, 
pronounced death due to heart failure. 
Mr. Sheffield was sixty-two years of 
age. 

Mr. Sheffield was born in Newport 
on June 1, 1857, the only son of the 
late William Paine Sheffield and Lil- 
lis White (Sanford) Sheffield. His an- 
cestors on both sides were among the 
earliest settlers of New England and 
were among the first families of the 
State to hold positions of honor and 
trust. His father was a United States 
Senator and an expert on constitu- 
tional law. 

Mr. Sheffield attended the private 
school of Henry H. Fay of Newport, 
with Rev. W. McDonald as instructor. 
From there he entered Phillips Academy 
where he fitted” for -college,.-entering 
Brown University in 1873, and graduat- 
ing in 1877 with a degree of A. B. The 
degree of A. M. was conferred three 
years later. 

For some years past, Mr. Sheffield 
had devoted his time almost exclusively 
to his. private law practice. He was 
the senior member of the Newport law 
firm of Sheffield and Harvey, his part- 
ner being William R. Harvey. 

As Congressman from the First 
Rhode Island District in the Sixty- 
first Congress, Mr. Sheffield g: ined 
national prominence. He was known 
in this State ffom his efficient’ service 
as a member of the General Assembly 
from Newport for several terms.

State Forester Frank W. Rane says, 
“There are few, if any problems of 
greater moment and more economic 
imnortance to New England at the 
present hour, than that of forestry. 
There are those still living, who have 
seen beautiful primeval forests, dotting 
the hills and valleys everywhere through- 
out this rugged and beautiful country. 
Year by year these forests have suc- 
cumbed to our mad rush of uneconomic 
commercialism, until today finds us in 
a sadly depleted and irrational condi- 
tion. Second growth, inferior but va- 
luable, has followed where conditions 
have been favorable, which in time has 
been utilized as soon as it reached mer- 
chantable size. During the recent war, 
New England was fairly gone over with 
a fine tooth comb for forest products 
for every conceivable use, and with 
results only two well known to all 
business men. 


We have in New England, a natural 
forest country that will respond to 
forestry development as readily as any 
country on earth. We are dependent 
upon the forest crop to continue our 
innumerable industries located every- 
where, throughout our five states. In 
1910 it was ascertained that this state 
alone converted 550,000,000 feet of 
rough lumber a year, into finished pro- 
duct,. this being only that portion 
which, after it leaves the saw mills, is 
further worked by machinery. 


Each of the New Exgland states has 
its forest policies, and is feeling its way 
toward greater accomplishments. Much 
more has been done than most people 
realize. Massachusetts, for example, 
has enacted laws aiding forestry in the 
following ways: expert advice at no 
expense, except travel and subsistence; 
free forestry literature, a forest warden 
in each town, thirty-five forest fire 
lookout stations, young trees grown in 
State nurseries, sold at cost to citizens 
and municipalities, as well as giving aid 
in many other ways. 


A few Andover citizens have been far- 
sighted enough to devote a part of their 
land to this important work of conser- 
vation. Almost the first’ re-foresting 
done by the State ten years ago, was on 
the land of the late John H. Flint in 
West Andover near Haggett’s Pond. 
Unfortunately, this was burned over 
about three years after the young trees 
were set out. “The largest tract where 
this work has been undertaken in this 
vicinity is what is known as Falls 
Woods where Jenkins and Butter- 
field land, adjoining similar land in 
Middleton, has been reforested with 
white pine, making an area of about two 
hundred acres, which is under the care 
of Alvah P. Wright, fire warden for 
that district. Land in ‘he vicinity of 
the Ballardvale Lithia Springs, near 
the Wilmington line, has been planted 
| by its owners, the Liggittebttg Com- 
pany. 

Trees planted now will grow and in- 
crease in value, like well-invested mo- 
ney. :
